Each memorandum lias some corrections and additions in handwriting 
and Hosty testified before the above committee that he made minor 
changes on one copy and his supervisor made the notations on the 
otiier copy. The two copies involved were turned over to the com- 
mittee by Ho3ty. Also in file are copies of an undated letterhead 
memorandum captioned Lee Karvey Oswald, Marina Nikolaevna Oswald, 
which was prepared by SAC, Dallas, and transmitted to the Bureau 
12/8/63. SA Hosty's contention appears to be that the statement in

Inasmuch as the committee already has S A Hosty ' b 
memorandum in its possession, it is felt suitable" Hor us “ho 
make availaltle to them only a copy of the letterhead memorandum 
prepared by the SAC with appropriate excisions to protect the 
privacy of other individuals mentioned therein. Attached 
hereto for the Office of Congressional Affairs in this regard 
are two nonexcised copies of the letterhead memorjindum, two 
excised copies of the letterhead memorandum and ttro copies 
each of the 12/G/63 memorandum prepared by Hosty. It is noted 
that in Legal Counsel’s memorandum of 12/23/75 they indicate 
that Bureau documents should not be delivered to l:he committee 
in response to the request but that we should advise they 
would be granted access to materials where a suitable summary 
would not suffice. It does not appear that a written summary 
would be satisfactory in this instance in view of SA Hosty' s 
contention that erroneous statements were made. 

The committee further requested information concerning 
the policy and procedures employed by the FBI in jsersonnel mat- 
ters noting, for instance, that it appeared to them that the fact 
that an FBI employee had military service gave the person differ- 
ent rights with respect to administrative punishment. Information 
pertaining to our personnel policies involving administrative 
action against veterans and nonveterans is also set forth in 
attached letterhead memorandum which is being transmitted to the 
Department and should be sufficient to preclude furnishing 
additional material to the committee pertaining to such procedures. 

RLCOMMEHDATIOSS : 

(1) That the attached letter and letterhead memorandum 
be forwarded to the Department in response to the committee ' s 
request. 



(2) Tiuit the attached memoranda from SA Hosty *s file 
be forwarded to the Office of Congressional Affairs for their 
retention and in order for them to grant access to same (excised 
version) to the committee if requested. 
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
